This announcement was made by 
State Forester Fred H. Lang and 
Director Chas. A. Connaughton of 
the Southern Forest 
Experiment 


Station, in New Orleans. The Sta- 
tion, a branch of the Forest Ser- 
vice, U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, is cooperating with the Ar- 
kansas State Forestry Commission 
in making the survey. 


William Crowell and Beryl Jones, 


members of the team, have esta- 
blished temporary headquarters in 
Hope. They are one of four such 
two-man teams doing the Survey 
field work in Arkansas. 


The aim of the big cruise is to 
determine the amount, kind, loca- 
tion, quality, and rate of growth 
of the standing timber 
in 
the 
state. 


"Arkansas has about 
21,000,000 
acres of forest. To cruise this tre- 
mendous area in 
a 
reasonable 
time and at lowest cost, the Survey 
uses a sampling system involving 
measurement of forest plots spac- 
ed regularly over the State," Lang 
and Connaughton explained. "The 
object is to generally size up the 
forests of the entire Slate.

time will be spent in cruising in- 
dividual holdings." 


"Crowell and Jones will measure

;et those who still hold that infla- 
ion can become a threat again 
loon. 


Here are the current opinions of 
i number of leaders in industrial 
and public life. You'll note 
that 


what they do has much to do with 
what they foresee. 


One of the most pssimistic is 


Lhe head of a construction mater- 
ials company. He says we have 
about 18 months more of reces- 
sion in store. He reflects, perhaps, 
the belief that the building indus- 
try will be one of the last to be 
hit by the piece-meal slump, and 
the last to recover. 


On the other hand, .the president 


of the National Machine Tool Build- 
ers association thinks the worst is 
over, saying that first half orders 
in his industry already are 
aver- 


aging higher than in the last quar- 
ter of 1948. 


Predictions in the steel industry 
have mostly set early 1950 for the 
turning point from their decline, 
now gathering speed. 


In the auto industry, unhurt as 


yet, we have the prediction of the 
president of General Motors 
that 
the "next 60 to 90 days will 
be 
very interesting in the history of 
our country." Others say the auto 
industry will be the last to feel re- 
cession, and that it will hurt them 
least and for the shortest time. 


Opionions of retailers, purchas- 
ing agents, and middlemen gener- 
ally reflect their belief th,at iprices 
haven't come down far enough yet. 


The slump is only half over and 


more "realistic price adjustments" 
are due, says ,the chairman of the 
business survey committee of the 
national association of purchasing 
agents. That would give the slump 
about nine more months to run. 


But the general credit manager 


of the Commercial Credit Co. of 
Baltimore says prices won't reach 
bottom within the next year. And

Their international aspect serves 
notice that the Atlantic

is 


more than a piece of paper. Rus- 
sia of course expects the'pact to 
be put into operation and imple- 
mented, ' but there are times whn 
action speaks louder than words, 
and this is one of them. 


Indeed* the 
Muscovites 
under- 


stand action better 
than 
words. 
The current action gets added em- 
phasis from the fact that it is 
being carried out by four impor- 
tant members 
of 
the 
Atlantic 
treaty. 


But the propaganda value of the 
exercises doesn't stop with Rus- 
sia. They provide practical evi- 
dence to the harrassed nations of 
Western Europe that the Atlantic 
jlliance mens what it says. That 
is important, because these coun- 
tries would bo sitting right under 
the big guns if another war should 
come. 


Right here it should be said thai 


these exercises 
don't mean the 


Western democracies expect 
an- 


other world conflict. It does mean 
that they recognize the possibility 
of an upheaval and intend to be 
(prepared for contingencies. 
From the military 
standpoint, 


I the air and naval exercises are or- 
linary horse sense.

ain would be the main base of the 
V e s t e r n Allies. Were England 
•mocked out by a surprise atomic

In any case, 
she said, it would have arrived too 
late to warn her of the dye 


The first of the four babies died 
here Saturday after turning a blu- 
ish color. A second died Sunday 
and two more infants d,itid Monday. 


A fifth child, only a few weeks 


old, 
was also afflicted with 
the 


malady but appeared today to be 
recovering. 


It was only 
after 
the 
fourth 


death, the superintendent said, thai 
she learned the article had been 
published. 


"I've 
wrillen to the American 
Hospital association urging them 
To send a warning to every hospital 
in the United States and Canada,"

were fatal, a warning should have 
been issued months ago.
